To  William  Tomlinson,  a  constable  in  the  town  of  Rangeley ,  in  the 
County  of  Franklin, 

Greeting  : 

In  the  name  of  the  State  of  Maine,  you  are  hereby  required  to 
notify  and  warn  the  inhabitants  of  said  town  of  Rangeley,  qualified  by 
law  to  vote  in  town  affairs,  to  meet  at  the  town  house  in  said  town, 
on  the  fifth  day  of  March,  A.  D.  1917,  at  one  o'clock  in  the  afternoon, 
to  act  on  the  following  articles,  to  wit.  : 

Art.  1.  To  choose  a  moderator  to  preside  at  said  meeting. 

Art.  2.  To  choose  a  town  clerk  for  the  ensuing  year.  • 

Art.  3.  To  hear  reports  of  town  officers  and  take  action  thereon. 

Art.  4.  To  choose  all  other  town  officers  for  the  ensuing  year. 

Art.  5.    To  see  what  sum  of  money  the  town  will  vote  to  raise 

for  the  support  of  common  schools  for  the  ensuing  year. 

Art.  6.  To  see  what  sum  of  money  the  town  will  vote  to  raise 
for  the  support  of  a  Free  High  School  for  the  ensuing  year. 

Art.  7.  To  see  what  sum  of  money  the  town  will  vote  to  raise 
for  the  purchase  of  text-books  for  the  ensuing  year. 

Art.  8.  To  see  what  sum  of  money  the  town  will  vote  to  raise 
for  the  repair  of  schoolhouses  for  the  ensuing  year. 

Art.  9.  To  see  what  sum  of  money  the  town  will  vote  to  raise 
to  pay  for  apparatus  for  the  schools  for  the  ensuing  year. 

Art.  10.  To  see  what  sum  of  money  the  town  will  vote  to  raise 
for  the  support  of  the  poor  for  the  ensuing  year.

Art.  11.  To  see  what  sum  of  money  the  town  will  vote  to  raise 
for  the  repair  of  highways  for  the  ensuing  year. 

Art.  12.  To  see  what  sum  of  money  the  town  will  vote  to  raise 
for  the  repair  of  bridges  for  the  ensuing  year. 

Art.  13.  To  see  what  sum  of  money  the  town  will  vote  to  raise 
for  breaking  winter  roads  for  the  ensuing  year. 

Art.  14.  To  see  what  sum  of  money  the  town  will  vote  to  raise 
to  pay  the  interest  on  town  bonds  for  the  ensuing  year. 

Art.  15.  To  see  what  sum  of  money  the  town  will  vote  to  raise 
to  build  and  repair  sidewalks  in  Rangeley  village  for  the  ensuing  year, 
and  how  the  same  shall  be  expended. 

Art.  16.  To  see  what  sum  of  money  the  town  will  vote  to  raise 
for  the  observance  of  Memorial  Day,  and  how  the  same  shall  be  ex- 
pended. 

Art.  17.  To  see  what  sum  of  money  the  town  will  vote  to  raise 
for  the  Library  association  for  the  ensuing  year. 

Art.  18.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  allow  a  discount  on 
taxes,  and  if  so,  how  much,  and  how  much  money  shall  be  raised  to 
pay  discount. 

Art.  19.  To  see  what  sum  of  money  the  town  will  vote  to  pay 
Rangeley  Water  company  for  the  use  of  water  for  the  ensuing  year. 

Art.  20.  To  see  what  sum  of  money  the  town  will  vote  to  raise 
to  pay  miscellaneous  expenses  for  the  ensuing  year. 

Art.  21.  To  see  what  sum  of  money  the  town  will  vote  to  raise 
to  pay  the  expenses  of  office  for  the  selectmen  for  the  ensuing  year. 

Art.  22.  To  see  what  sum  of  money  the  town  will  vote  to  raise 
to  pay  town  officers  for  the  ensuing  year. 

Art.  23.  To  see  what  sum  of  money  the  town  will  vote  to  raise 
to  pay  abatement  of  taxes  for  the  ensuing  year. 

Art.  24.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  "yes"  or  "no"  on  the  ques- 
tion of  appropriating  and  raising  money  necessary  to  entitle  the  town 
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to  State  aid,  as  provided  by  section  19  of  chapter  25  of  the  Revised 
Statutes  of  1916. 

Art.  25.  To  see  if  the  town  will  appropriate  and  raise  the  sum  of 
$666.00  for  the  improvement  of  the  section  of  State  Aid  road  as  out- 
lined in  the  report  of  the  State  Highway  Commission,  in  addition  to 
the  amounts  regularly  raised  for  the  care  of  ways,  highways  and  bridges  ; 
the  above  amount  being  the  maximum  which  the  town  is  allowed  to 
raise  under  the  provisions  of  section  18,  chapter  25,  of  the  Revised 
Statutes  of  1916. 

Art.  26.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  raise  money,  and  what 
sum ,  for  the  maintenance  of  State  and  State  Aid  highways  during  the 
ensuing  year,  within  the  limits  of  the  town,  under  the  provisions  of 
sections  8  and  17,  chapter  25,  of  the  Revised  Statutes  of  1916,  and 
chapter  272,  Public  Laws  of  1915. 

Art.  27.  To  see  how  much  money,  if  any,  the  town  will  vote  to 
raise  to  pay  on  town  debt. 

Art.  28.  To  see  if  the  town  of  Rangeley  will  vote  to  adopt  the 
following  by-laws  or  ordinances  : 

Ordinance  No.  1.  For  the  better  protection  of  property  within  the 
limits  of  Rangeley  Village  Corporation  and  for  the  purpose  of  procur- 
ing a  lower  rate  of  fire  insurance. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  legal  voters  of  the  town  of  Rangeley  at  the 
annual  town  meeting  held  in  said  town  on  the  fifth  day  of  March,  A.  D. 
1917, 

That  it  shall  be  unlawful  for  any  individual ,  partnership  or  corpo- 
ration to  keep  on  hand  or  in  stock,  at  one  time,  within  the  limits  of 
Rangeley  Village  Corporation,  more  than  fifteen  (15)  pounds  of  dyna- 
mite ;  and  whoever  is  found  guilty  of  a  violation  of  this  ordinance 
shall  be  liable  to  a  fine  not  exceeding  ten  dollars,  to  be  recovered  by 
complaint,  for  the  use  of  said  town  of  Rangeley. 

This  ordinance  shall  take  effect  March  6,  1917. 

Ordinance  No.  2.  For  the  prevention  of  the  operating  of  motor 
vehicles  with  open  exhausts  within  the  limits  of  Rangeley  Village  Cor- 
poration. 


Be  it  enacted  by  the  legal  voters  of  the  town  of  Rangeley  at  the 
annual  town  meeting  held  in  said  town  on  the  fifth  day  of  March,  A.  D. 
1917, 

That  it  shall  be  unlawful  for  any  person  to  operate  any  kind  of 
a  motor  vehicle  with  open  exhausts  within  the  limits  of  Rangeley  Vil- 
lage corporation  ;  and  any  person  found  guilty  of  a  violation  of  this 
ordinance  shall  be  liable  to  a  fine  not  exceeding  ten  dollars,  to  be  re- 
covered by  complaint,  for  the  use  of  said  town  of  Rangeley. 

This  ordinance  shall  not  take  effect  until  the  same  has  been  pub- 
lished at  least  one  week  in  some  newspaper  printed  in  Franklin  county 
and  posted  at  least  one  week  in  two  public  and  conspicuous  places 
in  said  town  of  Rangeley. 

A  return  of  such  publishing  and  posting,  as  aforesaid,  shall  be 
made  by  the  selectmen,  and  recorded  in  the  office  of  the  town  clerk. 

Art.  29.  To  see  how  much  money  the  town  will  vote  to  raise  in 
anticipation  of  land  damages  to  be  paid  by  the  taking  and  acquiring 
for  the  town  of  Rangeley  certain  lands  in  Rangeley  village  for  establish- 
ing a  park  and  making  said  town  more  sanitary,  as  provided  by  chapter 
5  of  the  Private  and  Special  Laws  of  Maine,  1915;  said  lands  being 
in  Rangeley  village  on  and  along  the  northerly  shore  of  Haley  Pond, 
so-called  ;  also  the  dam  and  such  land  at  the  outlet  of  said  Haley  Pond 
as  may  be  necessary  for  the  purposes  enumerated  in  said  chapter  5,  and 
being  the  same  lands  specifically  described  in  the  petition  presented  to 
the  municipal  officers  by  F.  B.  Colby,  M.  D.,  and  twenty-nine  (29) 
other  tax  paying  citizens  of  Rangeley. 

Art.  30.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  elect  one  or  more  fire 
wards,  as  required  by  chapter  108  of  the  Public  Laws  of  1913,  and  to 
take  any  other  action  relative  to  the  same  that  the  town  may  vote. 

Art.  31.  To  see  what  action  the  town  will  take  in  regard  to  pro- 
viding additional  school  accommodations. 

Art.  32.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  raise  money  for  police 
protection  and  if  so,  how  much. 

Art.  33.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  widen  the  Kennebago 
road  from  at  or  near  Allen  McCain's  residence  to  residence  of  J.  L. 
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Philbrick  ;  also  any  other  place  or  places  which  the  town  may  so  vote 
—  if  so,  to  proceed  to  raise  money  for  the  same. 

Art.  34.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  have  the  streets  in 
Rangeley  village  sprinkled,  and  if  so,  to  raise  money  for  same,  or  take 
any  other  action  relative  thereto. 

Art.  35.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  have  located  and  marked, 
Main  street,  by  setting  monuments  at  each  angle,  and  if  so,  to  proceed 
to  raise  money  for  the  same. 

Art.  36.  To  see  what  action  the  town  will  take  relative  to  the 
disposition  of  school  building  on  the  west  side  of  Kennebago  Road , 
formerly  known  as  district  No.  4. 

Art.  37.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  build  a  new  bridge  across 
Collins  Stream,  so-called,  at  outlet  of  Dodge  Pond,  if  so,  to  proceed  to 
raise  money  for  same. 

Art.  38.  To  see  what  action  the  town  will  take  relative  to  renting 
a  new  office  for  the  selectmen. 

Art.  39.  To  transact  any  other  business  that  may  legally  come 
before  said  meeting. 

The  selectmen  hereby  give  notice  that  they  will  be  in  session  for  the 
purpose  of  revising  and  correcting  the  list  of  voters,  at  the  town  hall, 
at  12.30  o'clock  in  the  afternoon  on  the  day  of  said  meeting.

Rangeley,  Maine,  February  14,  1917. 
To  the  Superintending  School  Committee  of  Rangeley, 

Gentlemen  : — I  herewith  hand  you  a  report  of  your  schools 
covering  the  period  from  September  1916  to  date.  This  is  the 
first  report  of  the  kind  since  the  organization  of  the  Rangeley 
School  Union. 

An  attempt  will  be  made  to  confine  attention  to  plain  facts 
and  figures  relating  to  your  schools  as  they  are  at  the 
present  time,  administered  together  with  suggestions  and 
recommendations. 

The  town  has  been  fortunate  in  securing  as  teachers  men 
and  women  who  have  had  either  professional  training  or  con 
siderable  experience  in  school  work.    Our  schools  make  a 
favorable  comparison  with  other  schools  of  similar  type. 

The  salaries  in  our  town  are  not  excessive.  Probably  you 
may  be  interested  in  the  following  list  of  items  showing  the 
average  and  weekly  salaries  of  women  teachers  in  some  towns 
in  your  county,  in  elementary  schools. 

Phillips,  %  9.80         Madrid,  $10.75 

Wilton,  10.55         Jay,  10.68 

Farmington,  10.71        Rangeley,  11.83 

Probably  all  the  towns  named  above,  except  Rangeley, 
maintain  most  of  their  schools  in  rural  communities  where  the 
living  expenses  are  measurably  lower  than  in  a  settlement  like 
ours.    If  this  course  of  reasoning  is  correct  the  Rangeley  sal- 
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ary  is  not  a  high  one.  Further  the  average  salary  for  women 
in  the  State  Superintendent's  Report  for  1915  was  $10.77  and 
for  Franklin  County  $9.79. 

The  attendance  has,  on  the  whole,  been  gratifying.  No  un- 
usual cases  of  truancy  have  been  recorded. 

It  seems  rather  difficult  to  continue  the  Quimby  School  in 
session  quite  as  long  as  the  schools  in  the  village.  This  ought 
to  be  corrected.  Perhaps  with  such  stable  accommodations  at 
the  school  building,  as  the  committees  are  recommending,  the 
condition  will  be  improved. 

Our  High  School  seems  to  be  somewhat  overcrowded.  The 
present  school  room  was  intended,  probably,  to  accommodate 
forty  or  more  pupils,  and  during  the  present  school  year  sixty 
names  have  been  recorded.  Our  laboratory  is  altogether  inad- 
equate for  our  needs.  The  recitation  rooms  are  so  small  that 
when  large  classes  assemble  the  room  almost  disappears.  The 
blackboard  surface  is  very  much  too  small  for  effective  work. 
The  teachers  are  patient,  however,  and  are  trying  to  secure 
results  from  this  cramped  condition.  With  proper  manage- 
ment and  attention  our  High  School  ought  to  number 
more  than  one  hundred  pupils.  The  course  of  study  should 
be  revised  and  additional  commercial  subjects  could  be 
profitably  introduced. 

You  are  perhaps  fortunate  in  securing  assistant  teachers  for 
your  high  school  for  the  meager  salary  now  paid.  1  am  hoping 
that  as  a  teacher  demonstrates  her  ability  she  will  be  retained. 

You  are  now  paying  at  the  rate  of  $810.00  per  year  for  con- 
veyance of  pupils  to  the  village  schools.  Conveyance  on  the 
Kennebago  Road  at  the  present  rate  will  amount  to  $450.00 
and  from  the  White  District  $360.00.  The  number  of  pupils 
from  the  Kennebago  Road  is  15  and  at  the  present  time  the 
average  cost  of  conveyance  for  them  is  $30.00  per  year.  The 
number  from  the  White  District  is  10  and  the  average  yearly 
cost  $36.  The  average  yearly  cost  per  pupil  from  both  com- 
munities is  $32.40.  I  am  proposing  for  your  consideration  an 
early  discussion  of  the  whole  subject  of  conveyance  in  the 
town  of  Rangeley. 
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Last  June  24  boys  and  girls  were  promoted  from  the  9th 
grade.  Nineteen  of  these  children  are  now  taking  the  work 
in  our  High  School.  At  the  same  time  four  were  g-ranted  di- 
plomas of  graduation  from  our  high  school.  Two  of  these  are 
still  in  town  while  two  are  doing  further  school  work  in  other 
institutions.  In  the  present  senior  class  there  are  thirteen 
members.  Of  these  five  are  contemplating  entrance  upon 
college  work  while  five  more  will  pursue  educational  work 
in  Normal  school  or  other  institutions. 

Relative  to  Repair  work  for  the  coming  year  I  am  calling 
your  attention  to  the  condition  of  the  building  at  Oquossoc 
and  in  the  Quimby  district.  Both  should  be  painted  if  we  are 
to  preserve  the  buildings.  The  shed  at  the  Quimby  school 
has  never  been  painted.  Considerable  repairs  are  needed  on 
the  interior  of  the  Oquossoc  building  and  in  both  houses 
blackboards  are  an  absolute  necessity.  Estimates  of  painting 
both  buildings  would  probably  amount  to  $150.00.  The  black- 
board equipment  will  probably  cost  about  $45.00.  Small  re- 
pairs are  sure  to  arise  during  the  year.  The  following  are 
estimates  for  the  year.

The  prices  of  school  supplies  are  high  and  going  higher. 
We  have  taken  from  the  pupil  his  slate  as  an  unsanitary  article 
and  have  substituted  the  arithmetic  paper.  It  was  a  very  ex- 
pensive exchange.  But  we  ought  not  to  go  back  on  our  trade. 
In  looking  over  the  probable  needs  for  the  coming  year,  I 
should  think  we  would  need  approximately  $2.00  per  pupil — or 
about  $500.00 

Our  text  books  need  some  serious  revision  and  some  classes 
are  very  poorly  supplied.     High  School  books  run  into  money 
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fast.  One  publishing  house  has  already  notified  us  of  a  pos- 
sible increase  in  cost  of  their  books  without  notice.  Three 
hundred  dollars  will  barely  provide  the  absolute  necessities. 
It  offers  almost  no  opportunities  for  exchanges  and  no  hope 
for  new  material.  Could  this  appropriation  be  made  $350.00 
for  the  coming  year? 

I  hardly  need  to  urge  upon  you  some  relief  for  the  school 
now  cared  for  in  the  town  hall  and  also  for  the  very  heavy 
school  in  grades  two  and  three  and  in  this  connection  let  us  not 
forget  the  high  school. 

The  State  Department  of  Education  in  a  recent  letter  almost 
censured  us  for  the  lack  of  working  material  in  our  High 
School  Library.  The  State  is  exercising  an  ever  increasing 
control  over  our  high  schools  and  it  might  be  expedient,  at 
least,  to  avoid  trifling  with  the  commonwealth. 


1.  Music  should  receive  more  systematic  attention. 

2.  Drawing  must  be  developed  more  carefully. 

3.  Elementary  hand  work  or  construction  in  the  lower 
grades  and  some  simpler  exercises  in  the  care  and  use  of  tools 
in  connection  with  Industrial  Education  should  receive  some 
discussion  by  the  board  during  the  coming  year. 

4.  Systematic  physical  exercises  need  developing. 
Nothing  in  these  plans  is  intended  to  call  for  additional 

teachers.  I  am  stubbornly  opposed  to  taking  from  the  hands 
of  the  regular  room  teacher  any  form  of  exercise  until  a  point 
is  reached  when  it  cannot  well  be  avoided  longer. 


If  relief  is  offorded  in  grades  two  and  three  by  an  additional 
teacher,  the  common  school  situation  for  the  coming  year 
is  about  as  follows,  based  in  most  cases  on  present  rate  of 
expenditures :
